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N the Obſervations on the Bills of Mortality for laſt year, I took notice of the 
extreme healthineſs of that ſeaſon; it is however with peculiar ſatisfaction I am 
able to inform the public, that it has been far exceeded in _— by the preſeut. 

One hundred and fifty-four perſons only have died, which are fewer by twenty-ſeven 
than died laſt year; and in the year 1779 the number 5 off by two diſcaſes only, 
viz. the Small Pox and Scarlet Fever was nearly equal to the whole number of deaths 
this year, whether occaſioned by diſeaſes or accidents. i 

This remarkable degree of healthineſs may be accounted for, from the abſence of 
almoſt all epidemical diſorders ; for not one made its appearance except the Small Pox, 
which were of a very mild kind, and proved fatal to no more than ten perſons, nine of 
whom were under five years of age. How to account for the abſence of all other epi- 
demic and contagious diſeaſes, is not ſo eaſy. 

With reſpe& to the weather, I ſhall only remark that the preſent year commenced 
and ended with the ſevereſt and longelt continued froſts ever remembered fince the year 
1740. The ſummer too was uncommonly cold and wet, and yet was the healthieſt 
ſeaſon, as may be ſeen by examining Table II. | 

Whether the ſeverity of the froſt had any effect in purifying the air, and hence ren- 
dering it unfavourable to the propagation, &c. &c. of cpidemical difarders, perhaps 
may be doubted ; but it certainly operated moſt powerfully in the production of an ob- 
ſtinate cutaneous diſeaſe by phyſicians denominated Z'erpes*, but by the common

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people and empirics called Scurvy, tho' it is eſſentially different from that diſorder, 
The Scurvy or Scorbutus“ is a diſeaſe ſeldom occuring on land, is in a great meaſure 
peculiar to ſeamen, and ariſes from rotten ſalt proviſions, a cold, damp, foul atmoſphere, 
and want of freſh ſucculent vegetables. h | 

This cutaneous complaint, viz. Herpes, has been extremely prevalent, and re- 
markably obftinate theſe two laſt winters, and has appeared under a variety of forms. 
Its general appearance, however, 1s that of a great number of papillz, or ſmall puſtules, 
collected together, which are red and inflamed at the bottom, whitiſh at the top, and 
contain a thin acrid, pellucid fluid. Theſe puſtules frequently itch intolerably, at other 
times are affected with a hot ſmarting pain, and when ſcratched or rubbed, the fluid 
oozes out, and forms either a thick 1incruſtation or ſcab, or large branny ſcales. The 
eruption affected various parts of the body and limbs, moſt frequently appeared in the 
form of blotches or patches of various ſizes, from that of a fix-pence, to a very great 
extent. It often covered the whole of the back of the hand, in many caſes extended 
quite round the arm, and in ſome the thighs and legs were totally occupied with it. 

Mercury, antimony, and ſpirit of vitriol were the remedies chiefly'nſed, and by one 
or other of theſe the diſorder was conſiderably relieved, but was ſeldom totally removed 
while the cold weather continued. From my trials, antimony, and the ſpirit of 
vitriol ſeemed to be much more efficacious than mercury. Compreſſes of linen cloth, 
moiſtened with a ſolution of corroſive ſnblimate, and kept conſtantly applied to the 
parts affected, had conſiderable effect in allaying the heat, and violent itching. 

One perſon died of a Diabetes, ſee Table III. 

The Diabetes is rather a curious affection, and tho” it has long been noticed by 
medical writers, yet the cauſes of it, whether remote or proximate, have not been 
aſcertained z nor have the experiments either of empirics, or regular phyſicians diſco- 
vered any remedy which can be depended on for its cure. 

The diſeaſe principaliy confiſts in the voiding of an immoderate quantity of urine, 
which is of a pale greenith colour, and ſweetiſh taſte, containing a conſiderable quan- 
tity of ſaccharine matter. The perſon who fell a victim to this diſorder was admitted 
a patient into the Carliſle Diſpenſary on the 26th of June, 1783, and died on the 23d 
of April, 1784, during the whole of which time, the utmoſt attention was paid to her 
ſituation, | | 

She was a married woman of a delicate complexion and ſhape, thirty-three years of 
age, and had laboured under the diſeaſe, which commenced ſoon after ſhe bore her laſt 
child, upwards of a year. When admitted into the Diſpenſary ſhe was much ema- 
ciated z complained of pain and giddinets of her head; pain at her ſtomach ; great 
debility, eſpecially in the ſmall of her back, and joints of ber knees. Her pulſe was 
quick, 104 ſtrokes in a minute; her thirſt was conſiderable ; her belly was extremely 
coſtire; and upon an —_— ſhe voided upwards of eight quarts of urine in the ſpace 
of twenty-four hours, whicu was clear, of a pale greeniſh colour, ſweetiſh taſte, and 
greatly exceeded in quantity the whole of both her ſolid food, and her drink. 

Qu the 11th of July I carefully evaporated five pounds of her urine, and obtained 
from it, ſeven ounces avoirdupois of a ſweet ſubſtance, of the colour and conſiſtence of 
taſſy, which was preſerved, and has not yet undergone the leaſt change.

After her bowels were opened, which was accompliſhed with great difficulty, ſhe was 
ordered to take the ſize of a nutmeg four times a-day of an eleQuary compoſed of the 
bark, alum, and the moſt aſtringent gums, and to waſh it down with wine and water 
acidulated with elixir of vitriol, or & 48 water. She continued the uſe of theſe medi- 
cines a conſiderable time without any remarkable change in.her ſymptoms. Afterward; 
ſhe took the tincture of cantharides, at firſt in ſmall quantities; but the doſe, was gra- 
dually increaſed to 640 drops in the day, and ſuch was the la xity, and diminiſhed ſenſi- 
bility of the kidneys, ovaria, &c. &c. that even this large quantity produced little or 
no effects either upon theſe organs, or her diſorder. . t K | 

Eighteen only appear to have died of conſumptions, this year, of theſe two were 
under ten years of age; five between ten and twenty; four between twenty and thirty; 
four between thirty and forty; and three between ſixty and ſeyenty, ſee Table II. 

The number of deaths of huſbands fill continues to exceed that of wives, and this 
year in a very great proportion, for twenty-nine huſbands have died, but only twenty 
wives, ſee Table I. NS 

Four widowers,' and twenty-four widows have died. | 

Between 80 and go years of age four males, and nine females, eight of whom were 
widows ; and between go and 100, one male and three females have died, ſee Table I. 

Hitherto the number of males born has exceeded the number of females, but this 
year it is the reverſe, for 121 males and 153 females have been chriſtened. |

O* Friday, Feb. 4th, 1785, about ſeven o'clock in the evening I was called to ſee 
a ſon of Mr. J. Dalſton's of this town, aged eight years and three quarters. 
A little before I ſaw him he had been ſeized with a fit ſomewhat reſembling a fainting 
fit, but without actual fainting. I found him fitting on a woman's lap: he was — 
complained of a pain in his head, and had vomited frequently during the day. His 
pulſe was flow, and irregular, and his belly coſtive, and I obſerved the pupils of his 
eyes were ſomewhat dilated ; I ordered him to be put to bed as foon as his feet had 
been bathed in warm water, and then to have a glyſter of milk and water, and to take 
a ſpoonful of the following mixture every four hours:

In leſs than an hour afterwards I was again ſent for, and informed that he had been 

affected with another fit, in which he was ſomewhat convulſed, had ſhrieked out, but 
upon my arrival he was calm, and ſeemed diſpoſed to ſleep. 


Saturday 5, three o'clock, P. M. 

His feet were bathed as directed, and the glyſter was injected yeſterday evening, and 
ſoon after, he had a copious ſtool of hardened fæces. He had taken his medicine pretty 
regularly, and ſlept a good deal during the night, but often ſtarted, and complained 
of” pain in his head, and clapped both hands to his head. In the morning it was 
obſerved that he had not the perfect uſe of his fingers, tho' he moved his arms without 
difficulty; the pupils of his eyes are much dilated, and do not contra much upon the 
approach of a candle; his viſion ſeems to be conſiderably impaired ; he is not quite 
ſenſible, and is very drowſy. Pulſe flow, and irregular, beating 64 ſtrokes in a minute. 
Urine ſlightly clouded, and of a natural colour. f x 

It now appeared but too evident from the ſymptoms, that there was a quantity of 
water contained in the ventricles of the brain, and that the patient laboured under the 
Hydracephalus Internus. Conceiving this to be the diſorder I had to treat, I began to 
make more particular enquiry into the circumſtances of his caſe than I had done the 
evening before, and was informed that he had not been well for upwards of two months. 
He had been at firſt ſeized with a cough, which was conſidered as a common cold; the 
cough continued, and he became pale, languid, and low ſpirited, his pulſe was quick, 
and irregular ; his appetite impaired ; and his body much emaciated ; which made his 
friends apprehend a hectie fever, and ſome medicines were preſcribed under that idea. 
Three or four days before I ſaw him he was affected with a conſtant ſickneſs, and 
vomited every thing he took ; often picked his noſe, and complained of a ſevere pain 
all over his head. And yeſterday morning for the firſt time felt a pain in the nape of 
his neck. His cough is almoſt intirely gone, and he has not vomited fince he began 
to take the cordial mixture. Previous to the above complaint he had been an active

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healthy boy, and fubje& to no diſorder but an eruption on his ſkin which exifts at 
preſent. Altho' the weather has been very ſevere he was not confined to the houſe 
till yeſterday. 

Two drachms of ſtrong mercurial ointment were ordered to be rubbed into bis legs, 
which was immediately done in my preſence, and he was defired to continue his mixture. 


| Nine o'clock P. M. ; 
Has continued nearly, as before, ſleeps much, but when awake always applies his 
hands to his head, and complains of pain. His tongue ſeems drawn towards the left 
ſide of his mouth, and he ſpeaks and ſwallows with difficulty, and is not ſenſible. Pulſe 70. 


Sunday 6, ten o'clock A. M. 


Has had a bad night, frequently appeared comatoſe for upward of an hour toge- 
ther, in the intervals of the coma he was reſtleſs, and complained of much pain in his 
head. During a conſiderable part of the night he was hot, and his face high coloured, 
and about fix o'clock in the morning he had a flight fit. At preſent both pupils are 
exceedingly dilated, his ſkin is coo], and he breathes eaſy. Has had no ſtool. Pulſe 72. 
He now took two grains of calomel, which was ordered to be repeated at two o'clock 
in the afternoon, and a drachm of mercurial ointment was rubbed into his legs. A 
glyſter was alſo directed to he given in caſe he had uo ſtool within three or four hours. 


Eight o'clock P. M. 

He took the calomel about two o'clock, and ſoon afterwards the injection was ad- 
miniſtered, which procured two copious coſtive ſtools. He has been much awake ſince 
noon, and has been continually complaining of the pain in his forehead. He has now 
the free uſe of his fingers, talks much, and with eaſe : the pupils are not quite ſo muck 
dilated as they were; and that of the "_ eye contracts tolerably on a candle being 
brought near it. Has not yet begun to ſpit, nor is his mouth ſore, but his gums ſeem 
ſomewhat affected; and his breath ſmells a little. He is now thirſty ; and his pulſe 


beats 96 ſtrokes in a minute, and is more full and regular than before. A drachm of 
mercurial ointment was ordered to be rubbed into his BW 


Monday 7, ten o'clock A. M. | 
Slept little in the night, and was continually complaining of the pain in his head. 
Has had one looſe (tool, About midnight he had a flight convulfion fit, and at five 
o'clock in the morning he began to ſweat profuſely, which continues. His face is 
florid ; his mouth rather ſore ; and his breath is affected; but he has not begun to ſpit. 
Has not ſpoken ſince eight o'clock. Pulſe 100, and rather weaker thau it was laſt 


night. The pupil of the right eye is but little dilated ; and the dilatation of the left 
is ſomewhat diminiſhed. Half a drachm of the ointment was rubbed into his legs. 


| | Eight ocloct P. M. 
He has laid quiet, and almoſt in one poſture ever ſince morning; has been in a 
copious perſpiration ; and has made urine in bed. His tongue and gums are conſi- 
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derably ſwelled and inflamed; his breath is now very ſtrong; and he has ſpit a little 
ſince five o'clock. His checks are fluſhed, and ſomewhat tumified, his pulſe weak, 
tremulous, and about 130 in a minute. The pupil of his right eye is of a natural ſize, 
but that of the left, is ſtill conſiderably dilated. The friction was repeated, but only a 
ſcruple of the ointment was now uſed. 

From this time he continued comatoſe till a little after four o'clock the next morn- 
ing, when he expired without convulſions, or any other violent ſymptoms. During 
the night there was a conliderable diſcharge of ſaliva. His eyelids were frequently 
affected with flight convulfive contractions, and the fluſhing of his cheeks continued 
till about an hour before his death. | p 
I was very deſirous to have his head examined, but the conſent of his friends could 
not be obtained. | : 8 

Altho' the preciſe nature of the affection of which this patient died was not demon- 


ftrated by diſſection, yet I think no one who attends to the above enumeration of 


ſymptoms can helitate a moment in pronouncing it to be the Hydrocephalus Internus, 
He laboured under every ſymptom marked in Dr. Cullen's definition “ of that diſeaſe, 
and was affected with almoſt all thoſe which are conſidered by Dr. Whytt as diagnoſtic 
figns of a dropſy in the ventricles of the brain. | 
His diſorder for ſome time made but a ſlow progreſs ; and was attended with languor, 
and a ſlight irregular fever which did not confine him to the houſe. Afterwards he 
was affected with conflant pain of the head, accompanted with fickneſs and vomiting; 
and a coſtive belly. Theſe ſymptoms were ſucceeded by a flow irregular pulſe ; dila- 
tation of the pupils of the eyes; pain in the nape of the neck; ſlight convulſions ; 
frequent application of the hands to the head; delirium ; and drowſineſs. Towards 
the cloſe of the diſtemper the pulſe again became quick; his cheeks were fluſhed ; and 
his whole body was covered with a profuſe ſweat. | | | 
When 1 firſt ſaw him, I had not the leaft ſuſpicion of his diſorder, but apprehended 
that the pain of his head and general languor of his ſyſtem might be occaſioned by the 
ſickneſs and vomiting, with which. I was informed he had been affected that day. 
Under this idea I preſcribed the cordial mixture, (which ſeemed to have good effects, 
for the vomiting ceaſed upon its uſe) the pediluvium, and the glyfter. It was not till 
after a more accurate inveſtigation, of his paſt and preſent ſituation the next day, that 
I diſcovered, what I apprehend to have been the cauſe and origin of all his complaints, 
In fo deſperate a ſituation no time was to be loſt, I therefore had immediate recourſe 
to that remedy, which has alone been found uſeful in the dropſy of the brain. The 
mercury was thrown into the body as haſtily as poſſible, and only juſt began to exert 
its effects on the ſalivary glands before nature was wholly exhauſted. 
Perhaps ſome may think that two drachms of mercurial ointment, was too large a 
quantity to be uſed at one time in ſo young a ſubje& ; but the urgency of the fymp- 
toms would not admit of delay, and as ſoon as it was evident the Trftem was affected

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with it, the quantity was gradually diminiſhed. In the ſpace of about 53 hours, half 

an ounce and two ſcruples and a half of ſtrong mercurial ointment, were carefully 

rubbed into his thighs and legs, and four grains of calomel were given internally, the 


latter chiefly with an intention of procuring a ſtool. I alſo recommended a bliſter to 
be applied to his head, to which however his mother did not ſeem diſpoſed to conſent, 


and as I did not promiſe myſelf much benefit from its operation, and wiſhing to ſee the 


effects of mercury alone, I did not urge it. 


On the 7th of April, 1985, a widow, aged 72 years, was admitted a patient-into the 
Carliſle Diſpenſary. From the coma, pain of her head, dilatation of the pupils of her 
eyes, double viſion, &c. I apprehended ſhe laboured under a dropſy of the brain, and 
accordingly preſcribed the friction of mercurial ointment, and between the 7th of April, 
and the 4th of May, nine ounces and one half of ſtrong mercurial vintment were with 
great care rubbed into her arms, legs, and thighs. She alſo, ney the ſame period 
of time, took internally twelve grains of calomel, and three drachms and a half of the Pil. 
Mer. Phar. Ed. without any degree of ſalivation being produced, tho? one of the perſons 
who occaſionally rubbed in the ointment was ſeverely ſalivated. She died on the 7th of 
May, and on the 8th permiſſion was obtained to open her head, which was accordingly 
done. On diſſection, a ſmall quantity of water was found lodged between the dura and pia 
mater, and the ventricles contained upwards of four ounces of water. 'The whole brain 
appeared flaccid.
